hunting. 


But the hundreds of pursuers of Harry Tracy, murderous outlaw and notorious 
convict from the Oregon state prison, can testify that hunting him, at least, has no | 


element of sport in it. 


Tracy sttikes back at the hunters, and his blows tell. 
Woe to the person upon whom he draws his rifle. 
His bullets are alwavs sent with unerring aim. 
For 34 days he has fought and dodged. 
He has covered over five hundred miles in his desperate race for life. 
He has fought posses, soldiers and squads of police. 
He has been surrounded by determined men nearly fifty times. 


, When he could he eluded his pursuers. 
through them over dead bodies.

A price of $6500 has been set against him, “dead or alive.” and the forests of |

Washington, where he secks to bury himself, are alive with unerring marksmen, all |

Bloodhounds have been on his trail every day of his freedom. 
But he eludes beast and man alike, and is still free. 
He has been shot at no less than 2500 times. 


The country within a radius of 50 miles about Seattle and Tacoma. where the 


pursuit is hot. is terrorized, and the farmers blanch at a hint that Tracy is coming. 


A Post-Dispatch correspondent on the scene has told the story of this remark- 


able man hunt, tracing the wanderings of the desperate fugitive.

SEATTLE. Wash... July 12.—Harry Tracy, 
escaped convict from the Oregon state pen- 
itentiary at Salem. has kept two states 
guessing as to his next movement for #4 
days. 

Washington and Oregon have failed in 
their efforts to capture him. 

With desperate daring he has eluded 
posses and militia and hys evaded capture. 

Since his escape frora prison, June 9, he 
has killed six men, including three of the 
prison guards who fell at the time of hia 
escape, and has wounded two men. 

Tracy has captured men by ones and 
squads, compelling them to do his bidding 
on pain of ‘leath. 

He has taken possession of ranches and 
houses, making men, women and children 
Obey him. . 

He has vaptured rowboats and launches, 
becoming captain of the craft and ruling 
with stern command. 

In short, Tracy has achieved the most re- 
markable flight in the history of criminal 
fugitives, and he has made plausible the 
bloodiest and most thunderous dime novel. 
And Tracy is still being traced. 


Tracy was sentenced to serve 20 years 


’ for bur#lafy. but he was a murderer be- 
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fore he became a burglar. 

In 1897 he killed Deputy Sheriff Valentine 
Fiay in Colorado. In 1898 he wounle! Detec- 
tive D. Reiner at Portland, Ore. In_ 1889, 
with David Merrill, he was sent to the 
Oregon penitentiary for burglary. 

June 9 of this year Tracy and Merrill es- 
caped. 

Shop Guard Frank RB. Ferrell was shot 
and killed before they scaled the walls. 
Fenceman 8S. R. T. Jones was shot dead at 
a dietance  f 150 yards as the convicts fled. 
Fenceman B. F. Tiffany, wounded while on 
the fence. was killed while fvilowing the fu- 
gitives. 

HIS IDEA OF CREDIT. 

Tracy claims the “‘credit,"’ as he calls 
{t, of having killed all these men, and he 
also declares that he killed his companion, 
Merrill. several days later, after accusing 
him of cowardice. This, however, is prob- 
ably untrue, as Merrill is believed now to 
be with Tracy. 

Tracy's manner of dealing with the world, 
which is against him, is vastly different 
from that of other hunted men. 

He does not hide himself in the bushes, 
without food. 

He knows that

er other supplies he boldly approaches a 
country house and announces: 

“I'm Tracy.” 

That is sufficient. 

Tracy gets what he wants. 

He ranges all the inmates of the house 
before him and delivers a preliminary cur- 
tain lecture to the effect that unless they 
obey him to the letter he will exterminate 
all of them with his rifle, which he holds 
always in readiness, and he tells them, at 
the least sign of ‘treachery,’ he will »%e- 
gin with the one that makes the sign. 
In this way Tracy compels all to do as 
he wills, for the people judge from his past 
deeds as to whether he means what he 


 BAVs. 


It appears to be an easy feat for Tracy 
to bind several men hand and foot when 
he gets ready to continue his journey from 
one ranch to another, to prevent them 
from informing the authorities of his. visit 
before he gets out of range again. 

When Tracy finds Jt to his likigg he 
takes one man with him, itmpresse@ into 
gervice by the fear of his rifle, and he 
uses this man to assist him in securing 
supplies, rowing skiffa where water is to 
be crossed, and in other ways. 

The originality of the Tracy method 
fight is what makes the man's doings so 
pictureeque 

Here is one man, in a desperate dash for 
Mberty, successfully combating the officials 
of two states, firet of Oregon and now of 
Washington. 


ELUDED THE SOLDIERS. 

The day after the escape of Tracy and 
Merrill they etole clothing and a team at 
Balem, where the prison is located. They 
had taken Winchesters and ammunition 
from tiie prison rds. With citizens’ 
@arh and a means of transportation, they 
now began their Sight. 

The next day 3 men surrounded them 
im the woods near Gervais, Ore. and 


The national guard of Oregon was ordered 


_ Barly on the merning of June 12 the two 
| broke through the guard line and 
though one guard fired upon them. 
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troops and the posses went home. Gov. 
Geer raised the reward offered for each 
of the prisoners, dead or alive, to $500. 

This stimulated the chase, and it was 
renewed with great vigor. 

Early tn the morning of June 16, just 
a week after their escape, Tracy and Mer- 
rill crossed the Columbia river into the 
State of Washington, and that state joined 
in the man hunt. 

The convicts robbed an old man near 
V@ncouver, procuring provisions and 
money. Sheriff Marsh of Clark County 
went out after them with three trained 
detectives and about 200 men. In the woods 
near Vancouver the.men were found and 
surrounded. 

There was an open fight with the con- 
victs, who fired many shots at the posse. 

The men escaped, with bloodhounds 
their trail. 

Late in the afternoon the hounds lost 
the scent, and the trafl was again a mys- 
tery. 

June 19 the men were seen again tn the 
woods near Vancouver, but the next dav 
not a trace of them could be found, though 
hundreds of men were searching. 


SEEN, BUT NOT CAUGHT. 

June 21 the convicts were seen again, 
near La Center. Sheriff Marsh and the 
bloodhounds again took the trail. Two 
days later the sheriff gave up the chase. 
the fugitives having given him the slip. 

The convicts were reported having 
been seen at several points in the next 
three days, and on June 27 they were near 
Winlock, Lewis County Next day they 
passed by Ainslie, in the same county. and 
on June 30 the sheriffs of three counties. 
with strong posses, surrounded them in 
Thurston County. The men easily broke 
through the lines. Next day they were 
reported five miles from Olympia, where 
Sheriff Hartman of Tacoma joined the 
chase. 

That night. July 1, Tracy and Merr'!! 
separated. Tracy stole clothing and two 
horses from ranchers at Belmore, five miles 
northeast of Olympia. 

From this point all trace of Merrill has 
been lost, and some credence was given 
Tracy's story that he killed his companion, 
until they were seen together. 

It is since Tracy began to go it alone 
that the real desperateness of the man 
has been disclosed, and his shrewdness 
and skill In maneuvering have been shown. 

His course since the first day of July 
leads the public to helieve that it was 
Tracy who was the ruling spirit ‘in the 
flight from the first day of the escape. 

Since July 1 Tracy’s exploits have been 
more desperate, and he has done things 
more daring than any of the deede of the 
two men when they were together. 

Very early the next morning Tracy be- 
came distinctly the dare-devil. 

He appeared at the tent of Horatio A})- 
ing, near the oyster beds at South Bay, 
|19-mliles north of Olympia. He had ridden 
ethrcugh during the night. while the posses 
_ were searching for his trail at Belmore. 

In the tent Tracy found William Adalir. 
the cook, and a man named Scott. 
them he was Tracy, 
to prepare breakfast for him. Two other 
men employed by the oyster company en- 
tered the tent while preparati th for break- 
fast was going on. Tracy stood all four of 
the men agairst the wall while he ate his 
breakfast, holding his rifle in one hand. 


IMPRESSED A LAUNCH. 
Tracy learned by questioning the men 
that Capt. Clark and his young son were in

Capt. Clark and nis son entered the tent 
and were ranged alongside the others Thus 
SiX Men stood in a row while Tracy told 
them what he expected them to do. He per- 
mitted all to eat, then compelled the cook 
to bind two of the men with stout cords. 
tying their hands and feet together behind 
their backs. 

Tracy then commanded the other four 
—Cupt. Clark, Edwin Clark, J. Monroe and 
Frank Svott—to march single file to the 
launch and get aboard. He followed, and 
the captfred craft set sail. But just before 
her moorings were loosened Tracy sent 
Monrve back to the tent to get a pair of 
shoes that he had sen there. He twuld 
Monroe to be back in five minutes, other- 
wise he would shoot the three men he left 
with him. 

Monroe wae back in time. 

“Did you wntie those other men?” Tracy 
asked. 

“Yer,” replied Monroe. 

“Weill,” said Tracy, “If a government 
launch takes after ws today the fret thing 
ru d6 Will be to kill vou.”

ENJOYED THE CRUISE. 

Tracy and his captured craft spent the 
day cpuising about the sound, paseing the 
mouth of Tacoma harbor in the afternoon 
and pulling up at Meadow Point, a sub- 
urb of Seattle, about 8 o'clock in the eve- 
ing. He compelled Scott to bind the other 
two men and the Clark boy in the launch, 
and then set out on foot with Scott as his 
traveling companion. 

Scott's job of binding was poor. Capt. 
Clark and the others soon released them- 
selves and reported to the police head- 
quarters in Seattle, where their story cre- 
ated a remarkable stir. The whole police 
force was put on edge for the capture of 
Tracy, who was then known to be within

They passed over a lava bed on the morn- 
ing of June 14, in fatr weather. and ascen¢ 
the mouniain. The return journey was 
during half a gale of wind and a dow 
of rain, jets of steam and mud issued all 
around them from fissures In the mountains, 

Walking on a ridge they saw on either 
side to a depth of a thousand feet masses 
of boiling mud, throwmg up jets to-e@ 
height of 300 and 400 feet. 

On reaching the base of. the mountain the 
scientists found themselves in an awful pree 
dicament. 

What was three hours previously’ a dry 
ravine over which they walked wall has a 
of hot mud running with tremen- 
dous force. In order to cross this stfeam 
they constructed a bridge only a few inches 
wide, luld from bank to bank, across the 
narrowest parts of the stream, and event- 
ually got over in safety. 

Since the eruption, after every shower o 
lava, the beds to windward and leeward o 
the volcanic district eject mud and 
sometimes a hundred feet high, a yg 
sometimes falls heavily. 


But Tracy had several hours’ start, and tae, 


mond, who was just crouching to shoot, | 
feli back. against Anderson and rolled | 
the ground, dead. 

Sefrit fired at Tracy and the convict re- 
turned the compliment. Sefrit dropped to 
the ground, still firing. Tracy sent two vul- 
lets after him. ° 

Williams fired at Tracy, who returned | 
three shots at him, each taking effect near | 
the heart. Williams crawled away, fataliy 
wounded, and Tracy made his disappear- 
ance. He fled through the heavy under- 
growth of the forest, and his pursuers 
were too badly shot up to follow. Finally 
he reached the wagon road and hailed a 
passing farmer named Johnson. ; 

“I’m a deputy sheriff on the trail of Tra- 
cy,” said Tracy, “and I must go inte Seut- 
tle at once; drive me in.”’ 


FARMER HELPS HIM. 


The farmer, believing him, drove him 
into Seattle. Tracy reached the out- 
skirts of the city about dusk, where another 
battle took place. Sheriff Cudihee had 
telegraphed for posses to be sent to Brook- 
lyn and Ravenna Park to prevent Tracy 
from entering the city. 

Tracy, who had left the farmer's wagon 
at the edge of the city, was found in ihe 
residence of Mrs. R. H. Van Horn, near 
Woodland Park, at § o'clock. The house 
was surrounded quickly. Sheriff Cudihee 
had just driven up. A butcher's boy gave 
the alarm. Mrs. Van Horn had whispered 
to the boy that Tracy was eating dinner 
in the kitchen. ‘ 

E. EB. Braeze, a policeman, Neil Rawley, a 
coal miner, and J. 1. Knight,,an ineurtznce 
agent, heard of Tracy’s presence and armed 
themselves. They volunteered to assist 
Sheriff Cudihee. He stationed them out- 
side the house. Tracy presently appeared, 
walking between two men whom he had 
impress°d into his service. Sheriff Cudihee 
sava he could have shot Tracy had he not 
feared that he would kill one of the cther 
innocent captives of the 


to | 


men, who were 
desperado. 

Kreeze ordeged Tracy to drop his rifle. 
For reply the outlaw raised it and fired, 
Breeze falling dead. Rawley, who was but 
a few feet from Breeze, also received a 
wound from the rifle, which caused his 
death a few hours later at the Seattle 
hospital. 

Though Sheriff Cudihee followed the fugi- 
tive with a large posse, Tracy vanished In 
the darkness of the wouds near Ravenna 
Park. 

Gov. McBride of Washington offered a re- 
ward of $1300 for Tracy. living or dead. He 
also offered the use of the state militia, if 
needed. to take the Tracy army of one. 


AN EXCITING HOLIDAY. 


Tracy's Fourth of July was strenuous 
for himself and ‘those with whom he came 
in contact. He breakfasted at the ranch 
of August Fiecher, four miles from Green 
Lake, and departed carrying two days 
rations and wearing Fletcher's Sunday suit. 
He at firat started to tie Fischer to Keep 
him from giving the alarm, Dut on sec- 
ond thought concluded that Fischer's fear 
of him would be sufficient. 

“If you'll promise not to leave your house 
or say a word about me to anybody all 
day,” he said,.‘“I won't tie you. But if 
you dare to disobey me I'll kill you, sure.” 

Fischer promised, and he obeyed to the 
letter. 

He knew ft was Tracy. 

From Ravenna a Japanese boy, impressed 
at the mugzzie of Tracy's rifle, rowed the 
convict across the sound to Port Madison, 
12 miles. There he dismissed the boy and 
entered the house of a rancher nanied 
Johnson. 

“I'm Tracy,’ he cried, banging his riitle 
on the floor. | 

This was too much for Johnson, and aiso 
for Anderson, the hired hand, who imme- 
diately set about doing Tracy's will. Mra. 
Johnson and her little son also busied 
themselves In getting food for the outlaw. 
After Tracy had feasted to his fill he com- 
pelled Mrs. Johnson to cook food to last 
hum a week. He helped himself to John- 
son's wardrobe, then tied the Johnson 
family securely with ropes. 

“Come along.’ he said to Anderson. [fhe 
hired man went along. Johnson used An- 
derson for a Gay or two in rowing him up 
the sound in a small boat which he haa 
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water was searched in vain for his small 
eraft. The United States revenue cutter 
also was brought into service looking for 
the rowboat. 


MANY BOATS IN CHASE. 
Many other boats joined in the chase unttl 
a considerable navy was out after the lone 
outlaw and his frightened companion, the 
captive ranch hand. 
It was supposed that Tracy would use 


Anderson as long as he needed him, then 
kill the man to prevent him from giving in- 
formation, but Anderson turned up safe 
and sound, having. been tied to a tree after 
Tracy got through using him. 

Anderson told a remarkable story of 
Tracy's doings. He said that the convict 
compelled him to row the boat directly 
across the sound to West Seattle, arriving 
in broad daylight the same day. 

They lay in a ravine until dark, when 
they walked down the railroad track two 
miles, then doubled back and returned to 
the boat. They rowed to the head of the 
bay and took to a wagon road. — 

Tracy tied Anderson to a tree for the 
night and went to sleep, 

“I didn't sleep a wink,” sald Anderson, 
“but Tracy did.” 

July & Tracy arrived at the Gerrels farm- 
house, 18 miles from Seattle, with Ander- 
son, whom he tied to a tree before he en- 
tered the house. He gave the Gerrels boy 
two watches, ordering him to take them 
to Renton. 15 miles away, and trade them 
for two revolvers. 

“Tf you don't do just as TI say,” Tracy 
eaid, “I'll kill you and all your family.” 

This boy seems to be the only one who 
has disobeyed the Tracy tyrant. He came 
straight into Seattle and informed on re- 
cy. 

Sheriff Cudthee started his posse for the 
place by special train. The track runs In 
sight of the farmhouse. 

Tracy found there was no water fm the 
house and took a bucket and went to the 
spring to get some. 

On the way the train bearing the posse 
passed in full view of him. After he had 
eaten, washed himself and taken a shave, 
he bade Mrs. Gerrels good-by and disap- 
peared, calling back as he passed out: 

“By the way. T left a fellow named Afe 
deraon tied to a tree down here tn the hol- 
low.”* 

Bloodhounds were put upon the trail 
again, but Tracy was too. wise for them. 
He took to the water and they lost the 
scent. 

Tracy is supposed to be making for New 
Whatcom, where he has friends who will 
assist him in escaping Into the Northwest 
Territory. 


BLOODHOUNDS ELUDED. 
Tracy has laughed at bloodhounds many 
times. He has an effectual way of destroy- 
ing their scent. Tt Is a sprinkle of cayenne 


pepper. a 

Several times, when bloodhounds have 
been preasing him closely, he has put pep- 
per in his traiia, 

The trailing would stop when the dogs 
began to sneeze. 

Tracy has been cornered apparently mary 
times, but when the pursuers closed in he

“PRACTICAL POLITICS” OF THE RIGHT KIND 


The report made to Washington for June by the St. Louis 


postoffice shows receipts of over two hundred thousand dol- 
lars for-the month—en increase of more than forty thousand 
dollars over the corresponding period last year. 

No oné who understands what this means, historically and 
practically. will ever despair of “practical” politics. In the 
postal service, if nowhere else, the politics of the world have 
become’ practical, ‘constructive, genuine, with every prospect 
of progressively increasing usefulness. 

The “Voyage of the Sunbeam” around the world is still of 
recent memory, yet during the voyage the local postage 
charges on mail from London, held at different ports, were 
often so great as to amount to a prohibitive tariff on the 
regular use of the foreign mails by people of moderate means. 
Within two or three decades, the science of practical politics, 
of the politics which show actual results in the world’s im- 
provement, have so changed this that a letter dropped in a 
letter box anywhere in St. Louis will be carried speedily to 
almost any part of the world for the price of a bad cigar 
with ninety-nine chances in the hundred in favor of its safe 
delivery. 

Great as this is as a practical result of the right kind of 
politics, the local and domestic results are even greater. In 
st. Louis or any other American city, a letter dropped into 
che box in an office building will be delivered in the city 
itself as surely and almost as promptly as if it had been sent 
hy messenger. When improvement goes a little further, the 
city mails will take from the telephone the docal business of 
which business men wish to keep a written record as they 
transact it. 

If we seek to know why it is in the postoffice departments 
of the world that politics have become unmistakably and un- 
questiovably “practical,” accomplishing the practical ends 
which alore justify the trouble and expense of politics, it is 
easy t@ find the cause. It is in the postoffice, more ‘than in 
any other department of government. that the end kept in 
view as the purpose of its existence is that of pure service 
to its patrons—of their convenience as the first—and we may 
now venture to hope finaliy, as the sole, consideration. This 
alone is “practical” politics. Re

RELIGION AND INTELLIGENCE. 

It appears from the debates of a National Congress of 
religious educators held in Chicago during the week that 
science is no cure for evil and intelligence no panacea for 
crime. : 

This was demonstrated logically with much skill and force. 
It has been demonstrated practically so often that there is 
no room for two opinions on it among people who think at 
all and take into account the meaning of the words they use 
in thinking. 

“Science” is knowledge of the things in the visible uni- 
verse. Intelligence is the result of it. “Crime” is selfishness 
carried so far that it violently or fraudulently restricts or 
takes away the rights of others to life, liberty, property or 
development. 

If “religion” 1s a rule of lite under which no man who is so 
ruled wil! “injure” another—that is, deprive him of his rights; 
if every man, in becoming’ religious, respects the rights of 
all other men and holds them sacred as he. does his own; if 
religion, in those it governs, so governs them that they will 
use their intelligence as it increases, for others instead of 
against them, then no arguinent is needed that religion alone 
is “a panacea for crime.” 

The selfishness of Machiavelli was so enlightened in his 
generation that though the “Dark Ages” had not closed when 
he wrote, the power of his ideas still controls in modern 
diplomacy, and is so nearly a goverming force in modern 
governmental methods that his “brazen rule” of the end as 
justification for the means has far more to do with the politics 
of the world than any Golden Rule whatever. This was 
enlightened selfishness. But as an example of ignorant and 
unscientific disinterestedness we have the Rev. Mr. Malthus 
laboring beyond his calling and his strength to convince the 
world that wars, pestilences and famines are necessary for 
its civilization and comfort. He divides with Machiavelli the 
full measure of responsibility for the greatest wholesale crimes 
of the nineteenth century—the crimes of nations which cor- 
rupt popular morals and throw all the strength of patriotism 
against individual virtue and the individual sense of rectitude. 

Intelligence without religion soon becomes criminal, and 
its criminal possibilities are increased by the knowledge 
through which fraud and violence can be made temporarily 
safe and seemingly profitable. But practical and effective 
religion without knowledge is impossible, for the first use to 
which it must be put is to acquire the increasing knowledge 
through which alone it can have increasing uses. 

There can be no “conflict” between religion and knowl- 
edge, between morals and the intelligence which makes what 
is good better by making it more effective. But there is, and 
there will always remain, a conflict between civilization and 
barbarism. If it ever ceases at all, it will be only when there 
is sufficient enlightened unselfishness in the world to con- 
trol it. .

Just now, when meat is high and careals 
are relatively inexpensive, it may be inter: 


these two classes of food. Most people have 
an idea that meat contains a great deal 
more nutrition than other articles of diet. 
This is a mis‘ake: thera are many kinds 
of food which will sustain life longer and 
better than meat. Neither beef, mutton nor 
pork, nor any kind of flesh food, In fact. 
is nearly as nutritious as some vegetables 
we could name. 

Take beans and peas, for example; or 
bean soup, corn bread, sweet potatoes, good 
grahamin bread, or hread made from fiour 
of the whole wheat. Any one or two of 
these articles will sustain life longer than 
a diet of meat. A day laborer will get more 
nourishment out of the foods here mention- 
ed. and hp can work longer without feeling 
xhausted than he could if he dined on beef- 
steak, mutton chops or spareribs. The rea- 
son for this is plain; chemical analysis has 
shown that bears, peas and bread made 
from wheat or other grains, contain a far 
greacer amount of nutritien than there is 
in a flesh diet. This, indeed, is poor in 
nutritive elements, except the alburninoid. 
It is in the grains, legumes and the various

frult and vegetable products that the sac- 
charine and etarchy elements abound. They 
have :yood staying qualities; they give ener- 
gy to the system.

HOW TO BE WELL NOURISHED AT SMALL COST. 


By Susanna W. Dodds, Hygiene Speci alist.

The peasantry of Europe, as a rule. have 
fine complexions and gvod health: they 
rely tnore on plain, simple articles of diet. 
and less on meats or other things that 
fstimulate. They use very little seasoning 
in their food; censequently there are fewer 
deaths from apoplexy, sun stroke and other 
affections of ths brain. 

In all hot climates the food should con- 
sist largely of fruits and grains, , with plain 
garden vegetables. Those who dine on pork 
or mutton, perhaps with rich pestries and 
other highly seasoned dishes, and who in- 
dulge in alcoholic drinks, are the ones who 
fall over with apoplexy, and the samo may 
be said of the individuals who take to ex- 
cess such substances as milk, cream, sugar 
and cggs. When the mercury runs up into 
the nineties we should touch lightly of the 
carbo-hydrates. The cooling fruits and 
their juices ought to make up a large part 
of the dietary, rather than richer and 
heartier foods. Those which contain an 
abundance of fluid are needed to replace 
the wuter that is lost through perspiration. 
It is in this way that we keep the system 
well sewered; the blood moves freely in 
its vessels, no part becoming clogged or 
congested. It is when the blood circulates 
Sluggishly that cerebral and cther conges- 
tions arise, often leading to a fatal termi- 
nation. 

A good rule in hot weather is not to eat 
very much solid food, nor food of any 
kind; te do so ts to make blood toc fast. 
Halt a century ag», when an individual 
got plethoric, either from eating improp- 
erly or eating too much, he was bled by 
the family physician. The doctor should 
have advised his patient to live on fruits 
and cereals for a time, and to be rather 
abstemious in his habits. 

In looking over the mortuary reports, it 
will be seen that those who die of svn 
stroke, apoplexy and other cerebral affec- 
tions, are generally people who are fond of 
high living, or they habitually use stimulat- 
ing beverages. Persons of temperate habits 


very seldom fall a prey to such diseases; 
their brains do not congest.

After His Capture It Is Shown He Is 
Possessed of Hallucinations and 
Is Found Insane. 


MARIETTA. Ga., July 12.—Pink Maves 
the 15-year-old son of Ab Mayes, a pros 
nee an‘ prominent farmer of this coun- 
yy, became deranged last Monday and left 
home without notice to his father. Father 
and son had come to Marietta together on 
that date, and when the father went to 
return home he could not find his son.

Yesterday he went to Atlanta to search 
there, but. finding no trace, returned to 
Marietta, to find his son behind the prieon 
bars charged with shooting a man by the 
Mame of .. uitten. at Acworth, and the boy 
himself also wounded, but not hurt to any 
Appreciable degree.

We have had an 
example recently of what can be done by 
the voluntary efforts of public-spirited citi- 
zens in the Public Welfare Commission, 
which made the recommendations which 
résulted in te récent charter amendments.

MINES MAY RESUME WORK MON-

Pitiful Scene Attended the Bringing to 
the Surface of Last Carload of 
Bodies—No Need for 
Relief.

JOHNSTOWN, Pa, July 12.—Under the 
Diack pall of smoke from the mills that 
hung over Johnstown today the church 
Delis tolled continuously, and through ths 
Streets dead carts rumbled on their way 
to Slav, Croatian, Greek and Roman Catho- 
fie churches. 

At the cemeteries the sextons and their 
G@esistants consigned to grave 64 of the 112 
victims of the mine disaster that had been 
Drought from the pit up to 6 o'clock this 
@fternoon. The remaining bodies are 
Being prepared for burial tomorrow. In 
the hospitals are five blackened, swollen 
men, etraining with heaving breasts to re- 
Gain life. Eleven other survivors have re- 
covered, and, save for the memory of their 
frightful experience, bear no marks of it. 


A statement was issued tonight by Mine 
Inspectors Evans and Williams and the 
Mining officials of the Cambria Steel Co., 
Saying that every section of the mine has 
been explored and every body has been re-” 
moved. 

The total of the fatality list {s 112, not 
counting one or more who are known to 
be missing. The list of missing may grow

RECALL MAY BE DEMANDED 


CLERGY IN PHILIPPINES FEW IN 
NUMBER. 


Friends and Secular Priests Number 
One to Every 12,700 of Chris- 
tianized Inhabitants— 

Many Have Left.

WABHINGTON, July 12.—Secretary Root 
has gone to Oyster Bay to talk with the 
President about the friar problem, whicl. 
Gov. Taft has not yet been able to ad- 
just with the vatican. Secretary Root be- 
lieves in standing firm for the recall of 
the friars, and it is believed here the 
President will support him. 

On Jan. 1 there were 517 friars, or priests 
of religious orders, in the Philippines. 
These were divided as follows: Recolettes, 
233; Augustinians, 228: Franciscans, 175; 
Dominicans, 109; Jesuits, 42; Capuchins, 16 
and Benedictines, 6. In addition to these 
there were 158 secular or parish priests in 
the islands. These comprise the total num- 
ber of Roman Catholic priests in the 
islands and as the most reliable statistics 
place the population of the Christianized 
archipelago at @,565,998, it will be seen that 
there is now on the ground one priest for 
every 12,700 of the population. ‘ 

This paucity of Roman Catholic clergy tin 
the Philippines has come about in many 
ways. Beforo the Filipino rebellion in 1897 
there were upwards of three thousand 
friars in the islands, and a much stronger 
contingent of parish priests than now ap- 
ears. The ecclesiastic jurisdiction of the 
slands war divided into one archbishopric 
and four suffragan sees, those of Cebu, 
Jaro, Vigan and the Camerines. There is 
® parochial division into 867 parishes and 
missions. 

It will be seen there are not enough Cath- 
Olic clergymen now in the islands to assign 
a single priest to every mission and parish. 
Since the Filloino sutbreaks. and following 
the surrender of Spain, large contingents 
of the friars and secular priests have icft 
the islands. The archbishop of Manila and 
the bishops of Vigan and the Camerines 
have resigned their posts and are now in 
Furope, It will be remembered that the 
hicrarchy of Cuba simplified the situation 
there by the oromnt resignation of the 
archbishop of Santiago and the bishop of 
Havana. The unalterably pro-Spanish 
lergy throughout the territory ceded by 
pain have returned to that country.

Burmese Powders Supplants 
Opium Among Chinese. 


MANY WHITES ARE VICTIMS

Becoming acquainted with Chin Yen, a 
prominent Chinese sport, at No. 83 Mott 
street, where he stopped, he induced his | 
new-made friend to iry the drug to which 
1° Was a Slave. Yen was soon as much 
of a fiend as he, and before long his gir! 
was also. 

When the sugar buyer went away they 
found that the procuring of cocaine in the 
quantities needed to appease their cravings 
was fiot an easy matter without a prescrip- 
tion, but some enterprising pharmacist 
found a way to supply their wants without 
risk of punishment at law, by selling in- 
stead of pure cocaine the powders now so 
generally used. 

These powders are cocaine combined with | 
menthol and drugs of similar character and 
have the same effect as the cocaine alone if 
used in larger quantity. 

They are sold under various names. 

A reporter bought some of the powder, 
and in conversation with a drug clerk was 
told that the sale of the nerve-destroying 
compound is increasing every day. 
‘We certainly have a big trade in the 
stuff.’’ said the man behind the counter. 
“They buy it in the place of opium.’”’

The same information was had from many 
other sources. As a matter of fact, prac- 
tically every one of the ‘‘White Slaves’’ of 
Chinatown is a victim of the vice, and the 
houses of the downtown district and the 
ae are filled with ‘“‘Burmese’”’ snuf- 
ers. 

The manner of using the powders is as 
simple as they are easy to obtain. The 
paraphernalia has none of the complexity 
of the “lay-out’’ of the opium joint, neither 
is it necessary for the ‘‘fiend’’ to seek spe- 
cial loca ities for the gratification of the 
cesire—perhaps that may be one reason 
why the new vice has spread with such 
ranidity. All that Is needed is the phial 
of the powder itself and a glass tube about 
two and one-half inches lofig, to which is 
attached a rubber tube about twice that 
length. 

The glass tube is thrust Into the powder 
until it is partly filled; then, inserted into 
the. noetri! the ard of th rubber tube ‘s 
‘laced between the lips, a short, quick puff 
s given und the operation is over. 

The drug, blown far wack through the 
inner nasal passages, sets the delicate 
nerves of the mucuous membrane tingling 
and the sensation sweeps from ~~ to toe, 
With repeated applications eyes brighten, 
hecome daliate’ with the 
eliadonna and exhilaration of feeling 
reaches its heieht Delightful coolness 
surges through the veins, but this gradual- 
lv gives wav to numbness and a deadening 
sensation about the brain, which is only 
relieved by stupor or repeated applications 
of the powder in greater and greater quan- 
tity.

In this flight she collided with some of har 
opponerts, who were thereby impeded, and 
their chances hurt. 

There was no question about the fouling, 
but it seemed to be general and sponta- 


neous, with no particular blame to be atey , 


tached to anyone. 

The trouble commenced about the three- 
sixteenths pole, when Helen Print, who 
was coming like a cyclone on the outside, 
swerved to the tInner rail and collided 
against Father Wentker, who, in turn, col- 
lided against Sambo, and entirely ruined 
the latter horse’s chances of victory. 


FOULING UNINTENTIONAL. 

Nobody supposed that the fouling was’‘in- 
tentional, but little Battiste, the colored 
rider, was unable to keep Helen Print 
straight, and hence the collision. Almost 
everybody in the grand stand had a dif- 
ferent version of how the foul occurred, and 
it was remarkable how people's views dif- 
fered according as they had wagered on 
different horses. 

Those who had bet on Helen Print pooh- 
poohed the idea of her having fouled any- 
thing or anybody, and the followers of the 
Hayes’ stable were equally emphatic in 
their denunciation of such injustice.

HE AND ARCHBISHOP KENRICK

His Death Leaves the Archdiocese, the 
Largest in the United States, in 
Disorganized and Disunited 
Condition.

CHICAGO, July 12.—Archbishop Patrick 
A. Feehan, prelate of the Metropolitan See 
of Chicago, died this afternoon of acute 
congestion of the brain. 

His death leaves the diocese, the largwest 
and most Catholic of any see in the United 
Btates, in a peculiarly disorganized and 
disunited condition. 

Bishop McGavick, chosen three 
agO as assistant to the a 
is in feeble health, and for many months 
has been incapasitated from the exercise 
of his ecclesiastical functions. 

Bishop Muldoon, lately appointed to the 
titular dignity of coadjutor, is holding his 
office without the right of succession and 
at variance with the sentiments and wishes 
of a large and powerful faction of pastors. 

The famous Crowley case, which was 
the rock on which the rectors of the dio- 
cese split last winter, is as yet in an un- 
settled condition and the Coadjutor, Bisho 
Muldoon, having undertaken the inherite 
uarrel of Archbishop Feehan against 

vininnige cannot count on the support of 
more than one-half of the irremovabie rec- 
tors. of the diocese. 

The Crowley controversy remains unset- 
tled in the hands of the Cardinalate Col- 
lege of the Propaganda and the scandalous 
charges of Father Jeremiah J. Crowley 
against the acting bishop, Muldoon, may, 
under the existing conditions, provoke a re- 
version of Archbishop Feehan’s appoint- 
ment and the election of a new bishop by 
the pastors with the right of succession to 
the archepiscopal see of Chicago. 

His Start 

in Life. 

Archbishop Feehan was born in Tippe- 
rary, Ireland, August 28, 1829, and made his 
earliest classical studies with the friars of 
the order of St. Augustine, after which 
he was sent to Dublin, graduating from the 
College at Castleknock ‘to the famous ec- 
clesiastical college of Maynooth. 

After bein ordained a deacon he came 

to the United States in 1852 and entered the 
diocese of St. Louis. 
He was made president of the theological 
seminary at Carondelet, Mo., subsequently 
becoming recor of the’ Church of the Im- 
maculate Conception in 8t. Louis. 

Upon the resignation of Bishop Wheelan 
of Nashville he was appointed to that See. 

At that time, there were but three secular 
priests in the whole diocese. 

Under his administration the church 
made eat progrens in Tennessee. If 
1880 he left Nashville to receive the pallium 
as archbishop of Chicago. 

His learning in the canonical law was 
never forgotten by the church of St. Lou's, 
which wished to refer the famous Tuohy 
case to him. But he declined to accept 
the reference. : 

He and Archbishop Kendrick were stu- 
dents together and mutual admirers.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—Many interest- 
ing things are coming to light as the Cu- 
ban occupation accounts are explored. 

Probably many of the expenditures shown 
in the reports trarsmitted to Congress are 
errors needing explanation. 

For instance, under the head of “Public 
Works, Ports and Harbors,’ March 2, 1900, 
J. W. Grace is allowed $1500 for building 
one inch of railroad at Manzanillo, Cuba. 

This entry appears on page 69, disburse- 
ments made by First Lieutenant Rocken- 
bach, Tenth cavalry, disbursing officer. It 
is hardly likely the United States bullt a 
railroad one inch long, or let a contract for 
one inch of construction at this fabulous 
figure—$95,040,000 per mile—but the report 
Says sO, 

Much more reasonable was the price paid 
April 14, 1900, to Hartley & Graham by D. C. 
Herrera, disbursing clerk at Havana, for 
two breech-loading shotguns and ammuni- 
tion, $42. 

This expenditure under the head of ‘“‘Cus- 
toms,"’ page 25, discloses a method of war- 
fare not supposed to have been in vogue in 
Cuba. Perhaps the hunting was good, or 
possibly some one guarded the one-inch 
railroad to prevent its being carried away 
in the night. Shotguns are not weapons in 
civilized warfare. 


On page 131, under the head of “Rural 
Guard and Administration, ’" in February, 
a Wood got $625 ‘‘extra compensation,” 

$11,712.75 was paid a gas engine and 
aren company for ‘‘three steam launches 
or custom service.”

NEW YORK, July 12.—The banks of New 
York, Boston and Philadelphia have 
shipped over $6,000,000 during the week to 
Chicago. The drain is still continuing. 

The great corner in corn which Harris, 
Gates & Co. have engineered is creating & 
big demand for money, and the idle funds 
of the entire country will flow in that dl- 
rection until the demand is satiated. 

The resources af the Chicago syndicate 
are apparently very great, but it is very 
doubtful if they can raise $6,000,000 in cash 
without borrowing from their banks. Some 
of the Wall street experts think that the 
Gates syndicate has been selling stocks in 
order to raise the necessary funds to buy 
al] the gram which will be offered Between 
gow and the end of the month. 


WHAT GATES MUST DO. 

Conservative authorities do not believe 
at the outside Mr. Gates will have to pay 
for more than 10,000,000 bushels of corn, and 
$5,000,000 would be all that the banks would 
be required to furnish to carry the deal 
through successfully. 

The amount that John W. Gates himself 
and his friends have invested in the deal 
is wholly problematical. 

George H. Phillips, that daring young 
speculator who engineered the last Ghicago 
corner in corn, is probably the best quall- 
fied man outaide of Mr. Gates himself to es- 
timate the cost of a deal of this character. 
At the request of the Post-Dispatch, he 
dictated the following statement on the sub- 
ject over the long-distance telephone from 
his office in Chicago to a Post-Dispatch 
correspondent, who sat at the receiver in 
Mr. Phillips’ office at 16 Beaver street in 
this city.

FITZSIMMONS-CORBETT FIGHT. 


Five years ago last March Fitzsimmons 
ard Corbett met in the ring at Carsen City 
to fight for the champlonship of the world. 
Corbett was in the heyday of his pugilistic 
career, and treined to the hour. Fitzeim- 
mons never faced an ordeal in better condi- 
tion. He had longed for the chance to win 
the championship. He had everything to 
win and little to lose. The fight started. 
Telegraph reports 
hot from the ringside told of Jim's jabs to

JEFFRIES-CORBETT FIGHT. 
Three years after the fight at Carson 
City Corbett and Jeffries fought at Coney 
Island. This was on May ll, 1900. Jeffries 
weighed 219 pounds, Corbett 18. In the 


22d round Corbett was knocked out Dy a 
blow flush under the chin—the only real 
punch that Jeffries had landed. 

For 22 rounds Corbett out-generaled and 
out-boxed the champion. Jeffries appeared 
like a fourth-rater. Corbett jabbed him at 
will, side-stepped every bull-like rush and 
ducked or blocked every swing. Jeffries’ 
every attempt to reach Corbett’s body with 
the left was futile. There was no end of 
steam behind all, but Corbett was there 
to them. He feinted Jeffries into ridiculous 
attitudes, and then tapped, jabbed or 
hooked the champion whenever and wherev- 
er he pleased. In the 23 rounds Jeffries 
tried his left swing for the body and chin 
not less than 60 times. But Corbett clev- 
erly kept just out of its path. At times 
the massive fist whizzed past its mark by 
a fraction of an inch. 

The end came suddenly. Corbett was 
over-confident and careless. ‘‘The punch” 
found its hume, and the young Californian 
measured his length on the resined floor 
while Referee White tolled off his doom. 


JEFFRIES-SHARKEY FIGHT. 

On the night of Nov. 3, 1899, Jeffries took 
on Tom Sharkey. The big amphitheater 
of the Coney Island Athletic Club was the

FITZSIMMONS-SHARKEY FIGHT. 

Nine months after his defeat by Jeffries 
Sharkey and Fitzsimmons furnished a bril- 
liant but brief fistic carnival at the Seaside 
club. Fitz did in less than two rounds 
what Jeffries had failed to accomplish in 25. 
The sailor, at the drop of the hat, started 
off the mill in his old reckless hit-or-miss 
style, and a few of the swings landed in 
the first round. Fitz was nettled, but got 
home a stomach swing that made Sharkey 


grunt, and a right swing on the sailor's 
jow! that made his head rock. 

Sharkey sailed in to make short work of 
Fitz in the second, and there was a fierce 
mixup. Sharkey’s arms swung like flails 
at an old-fashioned threshing bee, and Fitz 
began to wobble. 

“Look out, Tom, he’s shamming!” yelled 
@ man in Sharkey’s corner. 

That's exactly what the fox was doing, 
and in the tumult Sharkey falled to hear 
the warning. 

A 6-inch jolt landed on Sharkev’s jaw 
wtth sledge-hammer force, and Fitz, with 
an odd smile wrinkling up his ruddy be- 
freckled face, began to draw off his gloves.

The end came in the sixth round, with 
Ruhlin lying almost lifeless on the floor. 
It was a desperate struggle while it lasted. 
for both men forgot their science, and the 
contest was simply a slugging match. 

Fitz was sent to his knees in the first 
round, and things began to look rosy for 
Ruhlin. 

Twice in the succeeding rounds Fitz act- 
ed as though he intended to take a stroll 
on Queer street, but he came back fresh 
and vigorous. 

When the bell sounded for the sixth 
round both men showed the results of se- 
vere pummeling. Fitz's real fighting blood 
was up, and after four efforts, sent Ruh- 
lin down on all fours with a right swing 
on the jaw. "The big fellow struggled to 
his feet, but was met with a left to the 
neck g~nd another right hook flush on the 
point of the jaw. 

Ruhlin's seconds worked over him for 
half an hou-> before they succeeded in re- 
storing their man to consciousness. After 
Ruhlin had been taken to a Turkish bath 
he relapsed into unconsciousness, and for 
a time it was feared that the fight would 
have a tragic sequel.

The best examples of animal life-insurers 
are to be found among those w and 
bees, which are calied ‘solitary,’ because 
they do not live in companies, making 
é¢éombs or social nests in which the young 
are renred from the egg and cared for un- 
til they are grown ¥ 
The solitary wasps. on the other hand, 
drrange single chambers of one sort or an- 
other ‘tn whith one egg is laid and pro- 
vision is stored ready to be eaten byi the 
young one that will aevelop from the egg. 
and which must spend a considerable time 
in the confinement of its nursey before it 
has grown big enough to go abroad. 

This custom involves some of the most 
ingenious arrangements and most wonder- 
ful {nstincts in the whole range of life. 

For «xample: Last August I found in the 
edge of the woods an old pall, on the inside 
of which were plastered striucturey of dried 
mud, which fooked as if they had ‘deen 
made by braiding clay cords into miniature 
imitations of half-round drain-tiles. 

Each was as brogd as my finger, with 
walls rather less than a sixteenth of an 
inch in thickness, and there were five or | 
six side by side, the, longest measuring 
some. six inches, and @ontaining five com- 
partments of equal lefgth, separated by 
thick cross-partitions of clay. 


These were the safety deposit valuts of a 
large black mother wasp, in which she had 
jeft her treasures for the use of an as- 
signee yet unborn. I recognized them be- 
cause I had been watching for a fortnight 
a simillar wasp butlding and fling simi- 
lar treasure house under my porch roof. 

The main difference was that while this 
black wasp of the woods spreads its cells 
Out Mai the blue ones in the veranda piled 
theirs into a heap, and finally hid the heap 
and protected it from enemies under a 
General rough coat of mud.

Instead, she first alights on some /con- 
venient perch and there rolls her captive 
about until she has it in a position eshe 
likes, and then sting it once, deliberately 
and forcibly. 

This done she picks it up, takes it home, 
and stuffs it down into the bottom of the 
cell. Then she rushes away for another, 
seeking one of the same kind as a prefer- 
ence, but if they are scarce catching any 
other spider not too large for her use— 


Bays 
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none are so big as to scare her. ° 


Thus in two or three hours of a July af- 
ternoon she wil! pack solidly into her cell 
ten to twenty spiders, big and little, unuil 
at last it can hold only one more. 

Having caught this last one, the wasp 
pauses on her threshold and performs -he 
crowning act for which all that has gone 
before has been‘simply a preparation. She 
deposits and glues a single egg upon the 
abdomen of this latest victim, and then 
crowding it on top of the rest, concludes 
her labor by bringing mud and sealing tl:e 
chamber as tightly as possible. 

This done, she goes her way and leaves 
her venture to its fate, but next day she 
builds and stocks a second chamber close 
beside it. or in continuation of it, and so on 


until her number is complete. 

Responsibility for her young ceases with 
the mother’s insurance to them of shelter 
and food until they ‘‘come of age."’ 

Now, what happens gin that dark cell? 
Well, in two or three days, depending on 
the temperature, the egg hatches, and a 
tiny white grub emerges, which at once 
begins to feed upon the nearest spider, 
eating the soft parts first, then proceeding 
to the next, and so on, taking the tidbits of 
its store first and eating the harder parts 
later. 

By this time ten days have passed, and 
the grub has grown nearly as big ag his 
room. It feels then, that the time has come 
for a change, and spins about it a capsule- 
shaped cocoon of glutinous silk, in which it 


slumbers quietly for several days as a 
chrysalis until perfected. 

Then it wakes, bursts its cerements, 
gnaws a hole through the clay walls of its 
nursery prison, and emerges into the world 
as a brilliant wasp. It is at first limp and 
hardly able to fly, yet it knows perfectly 
well how %o sting you if you arouse its 
easy anger. 

Now this simple story is really a marvel- 
lous one when you ponder its details. The 
mother wasp was born the previous sum- 
mer, too late to see the method of butld- 
ing the abode houses. So were all her com- 
panions. There was no one to teach her 
architecture nor to suggest the proper time 
and place, or even the need for doing such 
work. Yet at just the proper season the in- 
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sect collected the materials—a pretty thing 
to watch—and accomplished her task as 
neatly and effectively as had her dead-and- 
gone mother and grandmothers, themselves 
guided only by that inborn knowledge we 
term instinct. 

Such an instinct has many parallels among 
animals, who know intuitively how to make 
homes for themselves or nests for the care 
of their young; but what shall be said of 
the next move? How can the wasp fores¢e 
(if she does) the end of all preparations—a 
history tg come in which she will take no 
part? Why must she lay up spiders, and 
only spiders, while other wasps are con- 
tent with nothing but flies, and still others 
with caterplilars, or plant lice, or something 
else? —for the methods and the provisions 


are almust as various as

We do possess certain wasps, Hoererer, 
which paralyze their prey rather thay kill 
it as often as they can. One of these @ the 
largest of our wasps—a great golder@gfel- 
low, half as big as a humming-bira, which 
digs a tunnel in the ground, which I have 
sometimes found to be three feet long, and 
deposits in a chamber at the end a single 
cicada, as big as my lady's thumb, with an 
eggs safely tucked under its thigh. 

This cicada is always buried alive, and 
remains comatose until the wasp-grub it 
carries hatches and begins to devour its 
vitals, and it finally succumbs to this hor- 
rid vivisection. 

Another example of paralyzation-stinging 
is found among the potter-wasps, a common 
kind of which in this country makes little 
jugs of almost microscopic grains of quartz 
solidly cemented by its own saliva. 

Like the graceful Ammophila, whose bur- 
rows are to be seen in almost every gar- 
den, it invests in an insurance in cater- 
pillars, only in this case they must be wee 
ones, for the jug is not so large as a thim- 
ble, and often is balanced upon a twig. 

The French entomologist, Fabre, disclosed 
the very curious secrets of this race. With 
great care he opened a window in the side 
of the jug, so that with a magnifying glass 
he could see what was going on. By fe- 
peated observations he thus discover.d 
that it was half full of caterpillars, all of 
which showed more or less life. ‘he egg 
had not been laid by the mother-wasp on 
one of these captive, as usudl elsewher4, 
but had been suspended by a gossamer 
thread from the apex of the chamber. 

When the grub hatches it, too, hangs by 
a thread, attached to a sort of ribbon, 
whence it reaches down and takes a bite 
from one of the caterpillars, which squirts 
under the infilction. 

A mere stir is not attended to, but if thé 
half-benumbed worm is aroused enough to 
rear fits head and thrash about the grub 
pulls itself up by the thread and glides 
into the “ribbon,” which is hollow (fot, /n 
fact, it is the abandoned eggshell), and 
forms a refuge from the fury of the para- 
lyzed, but not wholly inert, caterpillars: 
When it gets larger, the larva drops down 
and feeds at will, regardless of the writh- 
ing food. 

This wonderful.system of insurance for 
the benefit of their children, of which a 
great variety of further examples may 
easily be fourd (and studied during ‘the 
summer) all over the United States, is the 
outcome of the growth of instincts thx: 
have been perfected through unntumbered 
ages by means of natural selection—in- 
stincts that, on the whole, are perhaos the 
most complicated and surprising in the 
worl.

ENGLISH WOMEN MAKE PROFUSE USE 
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Harriet Hubbard Ayer Finds Them Espeeially Lib- 
eral in Their Use of Rouge, Cold Cream, Powder 
and a Device Similar to the American 
Woman's Cosmetic Stick. 


LONDON, July 3.

HE make-up of the fashionable woman 
e in London differs somewhat from the 

method employed in America. 1 can- 
not say that I think it better or more ef- 
fective, or that the cosmetics are less per- 
ceptible, but, inasmuch as it is the fashion, 
I shall endeavor to describe the process by 
which the smart English woman makes 
herself beautiful—or hopes to do so at 
least. 

The English begin to make up as we dou Ih 
America by giving the face what is calicd 
a cold-cream bath. The cold cream is made 
after the French formula, which has often 
been repeated in this page. 

The cold cream is smeared over the face 
with a bit of antiseptic gauze—which, bv 
the by, is altogether employed in England 
in place of the bits of linen or cotton sucn 
as we frequently use at home. 

After the application of the cream the 
tire face is carefully wiped with another 
piece of antiseptic gauze.

We were told that the 
rouge musi always be put on both cheeks 
at the same time. and it was explained to 
more or less tucidly, that the reason s0 
many women falled to present a natural 
appearance was because in making 
up the cheeks absorbent cotton 
was dipped into liquid rouge and 
applied = te usually first the right 
cheek, and then the same bit of cotton, 
without further moistening. did service for 
the left cheek. 

The rig cheek naturaliy recelyed more 
eolor than the left, and in order to avoid 
such a mistake we advised always (o 
apply the absorbent cotton on both 
cheeks simultaneously.

OU cannot single out any one man 
and say he is the person who is re- 
sponsible for the success of a great 

chorus. The fact that I direct the fina! 
work does not entitle me to the credit 
for it.

But, bless you, that is the smaliest part 
of chorus work. I just happen to be the 
man the public sees. The others, who nave 
trained their chorus, are the ones who are 
entitied to the praise, if the work of the 
chorus is successful.

The hollyhock was intrctuced 
from China in 1763 and has been a great 
favorite ever since.

HE récent participation of a score of 
representatives of the Mescalero 
Apache Indian tribe in the ceremoni- 

ous laying of a corner-stone of a public 


bullding at Socorro, N. M., illustrates wit 
progress is made in the work Uncle Sam 
is doing in the transformation of wild sav- 
ages of the plains into self-supporting and 
honest men and women. 

The Mescalero Apaches—so named be- 
cause of the abundance of the mescal (aloe) 


ADOPT PEACEFUL PURSUITS 


plant in the region where they have roamed 
—were the fiercest of the great Apache 
tribe against whom the United States 
troops, under Gens. Crook. and Miles, 
warred for six years. The most atrocious 
crimes of savace warfare were committed 
by the Mescaleros. Their name was fright- 
ful to the lonely settier in the Southwest, 
and wherever the Mescaleros went on a 
warpath they left trails of human blood, 
smouldering ruins and devastated crops. 
Many a man who knew Indians, and had 
seen the transformation of brutal, insatiate 
tribes. ds the Choctaws, Arapahoes and 
Comanches, into useful people, set it down 
as his faithful opinion that extermination 
only of the Mescalero Apaches would ever 
bring permanent peace in the region where 
the red skins lived. When Gen. Lew Wal- 
lace was governor of New Mexico, he re- 
ported to Washington that the Mescaleros 
had no saving graces, and, unless cease- 
lessiy guarded by an armed force, would 
pertodically revolt. The stories of brutal- 
ities perpetrated by the Mescaleros upon 
trains of immigrants through the South- 
west, the ruthless onslaughts of the tribes 
upon little communities of white settlers 
in southern New Mexican valleys are as 
hideous as anything in the annals of Amer- 
ica’s dealing with her plains savages. 
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Their reservation is in southern New Mexi- 
co—100 miles northeast of El Paso, and 
300 miles southeast from Albuquerque. 
There they have been confined as beset our 
troops could. Eleven times in twenty-nine 
years the “fescaleros revolted and went) 
upon the worprath, destroying all human 
beings, especialty whites, who stood in 
their way. Gn. Crook believed them the 
most intractably savage of any tribe fought 
in the Southwest. 

In 1892, Lieut. Victor BE. Stottler, U. 8. A. 
now a retired captain, was appointed from 
the Tenth cavalry as agent for the Mes- 
caleros. He found the tribe very little ad- 
avneed from its barbarism of twenty years 
before. He found the Mescaleros a lazy, 
filthy, woefully immoral set. They declar- 
ed their hatred for the pale faces and their 
intention to follow as little as possible the 
wishes of their conquerors. They refused 
to permit their children to be taught in 
the government schools and they spurned 
all efforts toward their ameloration. 
They utterly refused to do a bit of labor 
for their own s"pport, and they |] eughed at 
the agricultural implements and teachers 
the Department at Washington sent to use 
in tilling their rich farming soils. They 
had made up their minds that the govern- 
ment which had conquered them might 
have whatever satisfaction it could get 
from the conquest, and with equal philo- | 
sophy determ'nec to take the rood the 
(yreat Father ignore that which) 
Cispleased them. So tre bucks danced their 
war-dances and had diverting brawls, 
whiie the women lived in a worse bondage 
than any other slaverv that ever existed. 
Seven years ago of the government 
agents issued an order that sounded most 
inoffensive: simnly that the bucks should 
ent their heir. Rut the order struck at the 
root of Indien enunerstition which requires 
that a buck’'s hoir shall be long, and an 
incipient revolution was the result, as they 
flativ refused in a manner that 
made the agent conclude not to argue. 

Lieut. Stottler studied the situation 
atat the Mescolero reservation. and quickly 
decided upon a course of action. He com- 
pelled the braves to come the agenev 
and have their long raven locks sheared 
away. That, he argued, would be a long 
step towards making the savages more like 
white men. There was a corps of native 
police in the tribe; that is, thev were called 
police, but they wore no uniform. neither 
did they enforce order. Why should thev? 
The unform would be a nuisance. and why . 
should they bother themselves abowt an of- : 
fice that broveht them 
Indian's. why" 
Mr. St@tler's first act woes 
rati if the That made it rather 
nice to be a policeman, and thev saw Treason 
now in putting on a uniform when he oar- 
dered it, thourgh they much preferred a 
breech- clouth. -But he said: “C'niform or 
suardhouse,”’ so they said untform. There 
is nothing for which the Indien hae such 
error as the loss of liberty A ste» had 
the right direction. but the 
ents next move was a veritable throwing 
down of the gauntlet. He ordered that the 
hair of the police should be cut. They did't 
refuse point blank as they had before; they 
knew their men teco well. but such a pow- 
wow resulted that he let the mutter drop 
for a time, and issued another order. Tre- 
pees should be abandoned. and the Indians 
must move into cabins, and all children 
over 5 vears were to attend school. 

That was too much! Indian nature had 
reached the limit of endurance. Here was 
& man who was trying to make them into } 
white men, and they would not have it. But 
they adopted the white man’s method of 
applving to Washington for his removal. 
No attertion was paid to the petition, and 
on the reservation the ring-leaders were ar- 
rested and severely punished. The chief 
of police was one of the instigators. and he 
was removed and put on reduced rations 
That made him sorry, but he was learning 
cause ard effect. 

The tribe had been tn the habit of choos- 
Ing several “headsmen” to act as spokes- 
men to the agent.® All the wants of the 
tribe were made known through these few 
men, who had official recognition by being 
allowed extra rations and having a small 
Salary. It was a most important office, 
for it kept up the tribal relations of a 
people to its chiefs, and from a civilizing 
point of vicw was equally undesirable, as 
it prevented the agent from coming per- 
sonally into contact with all the men, and 
invested the spokesman with a eertain 
power. JL.icut, Stottler abolished the office, 
and the tribe murmured, but, there being 
nothing else to do, submitted.Thereafter no 
request. of any sort was heeded by the 
agent, unless made by the petitioner in 
person. After they had several times for- 
warded messages through the deposed 
spokesman, and found no attention paid, 
the Indians concluded that the agent meant 
business, and each one began going to the 
office when there was anything to be 
said. 

The next thing was to make them 
self-supporting, and this was a proposition 
that Indian failed to grasp. They 
always had had beef and coffee and what 
was and it was very silly of the 
agent to tell them that they would not con- 
tinue to have it unless they worked. But 
he very solemnly told them that in a few 
years all rations would be cut off, and un- 
less each took a piece of land and had it 
under cultivation, they would § starve, 
which they thought was a very funny 
story, und they laughed. To make them 
appreciate the joke, the officer several 
times cut off the food supply. The Indians 
did not laugh then. The holes in their 
stomachs prevented, and made them realize 
what it would mean to have the rations 
eut off, and how easily the agent 
could do it. The realization had a moat 
salutary effect, and ga number of bucks 
began to farm. And since the Indian put 
his hand to the plow he has not turned 
back, but has advanced. 

Every man or the reservation has now 
cut his hair wears the dress of civillzation 
and has fenced in a bit of land which 
cultivates. They live in cabins and 
stoves and cooking utensils. Lach man has 
10 head of sheep and the same number for 
every member of the family, for the poli!>; 
nov is to have the Indians raise their own 
mutton, and cut off the beef supply, which 
costs the government many thousands a 
year. The experiment began July 1. The 
tribe his become, In two years, nearly self- 
supporting, and the crop they harvested 
last season from their irrigated land would 
have refiected eredit on the most experi- 
enced farmers.

YT. LOUIS will send an exploring party into the cliff and cave dwelling country of 

the Southwest «curing the present summer. 
Berause of the desire to penetrate to unexplored parts, the expedition will 
he lintited td six men. One of these will Le Dr. William F. Parks, 2 St. Louis dentist 


in the Emwilié building: another will be V. Mott Porter. an attornes in the Nialto build- 
ing. The leader will be Dr. Henry M. Baum of Washingion, D. (. 

The expedition will probably meet in the extreme southwest of Colorado. the 
fivet week if Angnat. Dr. nm goes to make a study of the ancient American homes 
of the cliff dwellers and the caveites. He has selected for his work an unexplored quar- 


ter of the 200.00n aqvare miles of the Sonlhwest abounding in these ruins, and the ex- 


edit ton hopes to make some valuable contributions to American archevloxy. 

ithe Suhday Post-Dispatch has heen invited to partic ipate in the expedition, and ’ 
is not anti ipating too much to predict that a great dea! that is new and interesting of thie 
ruins of up Southwest will result for Sunday Post-Dispatch readers, 


feet who enjoys the distinc- 
tion of being the most accomplished 
archeological writer of his day, says 
the cliff ard cave dwellings of the south- 
west United States are not to be described 
in ordina volumes. W. H. Holmes, 
curator of the Smithsonian Institution, 
who, with his assistant, Dr. J. W. Fewks, 
has done fnuch exploring among them in 
the Smithsonian work, says they are too 
numerous for any ordinary expedition full- 
ly to explore them. 

These ancient American dwelling places 
cover 200,000 square miles. They begin in 
lower Colorade and extend through New 
Mexiao and Arizona into the state of Chi- 
huahuya, in Old Mexico. 

Thousatiis of these ruins have not been 
explored, because no one with the time or 
equipment has ever penetrated into the 
fgolated parts in which they are found. 
Others have not been entered because they 
are perched at such great heights that men 
have either feared to scale the cliffs or have 
been unable to do so. In the days when the 
homes were occupied there were stairs cut 
in the sandstone cliffs, but these have in so 
many places worn smooth with disintegr. - 
tion that no stairway remains to be climbed 
today. Holmes saw in the Caryon Rio Man- 
cos cliff houses so high above the dry river 
bed that they could only be made out with 
a telescope. The cliff presented no possible 
means of reaching them. Up in the great 
Colorado Canyon, still so little known, Mai 
J. W. Powell of the Smithsonian saw cliff 
dwellings 4800 feet up in the cliff, or almost 
a mile from the canyon bed. 

Dr. Baum is particularly interested in 
the caves, and he will be one of the first 
private scientific students to explore 
them. He has made up his mind that there 
was a cave dwelling era the world over, 
just as there was a time when people built 
mounds in Burope and Siberia almost iden- 
tical with those found thrcughout the Unil- 
ted States. Near Tareus. in Asia Minor. 
whence Paul of Tarsus came, the doctor 
has explored some very wonderful satrve- 
tures of the caveites. They are great shaits 
of stone, honeycombed with caves. Some of 
them are 200 feet high, and their appearance 


is almost as picturesque as that presented 
by the great pyramids of Egypt. 

Though the cliff dwellings remain in the 
hundreds of thousands, it is a singular fact 
that not much has ever been found of the 
people who bullt and occupied them. Where 
did they go? Nadaillac, Holmes and other 
Prominent authorities believe the water 
supply failed and that these people, hav- 
ing built their homes in the canyons for pro- 
tection from their enemies, were compelled 
to go to a country more blessed with rains. 
Nadaillac attributes this fallure of the 
rains tc the destruction of the forests of 
the cliff dwelling country. He believes a nu- 
merous people, advanced to a considerable 
civilization, lived there, and that they 
brought about their own degeneration by 
despolling the forests which made inhabita- 
ble the country in which they lived for 
doubtless many hundreds of years. Thie 
Same country is uninhabitable today. Muc?t 
of it is without water. Holmes found the 
scarcity of water prohibitory to explora- 
tion in some of the most promising fields. 

The St. Louis expedition wil] attend the 
snake dance of the Moki tribe at one ol 
the pueblos. There Moki are supposed to 
be the remaining remnant of the cliff dwell- 
ers. Their religion is the most elaborate ir 
the world. It consumes a good portion of 
every day in its weird observances, and the 
Moki has many more gods than he hag 
fingers and toes. 

Dr. Baum is organizing his expedition fr 
St. Louls because he finds here enthusiastic 
students of archeology who will prove jin 
valuable to him in his work. H's idca is t¢ 
keep away trom the beaten track and sec’ 
new fields, and this will necessarilv be 
work attended by considerable hardshi; 
and no little hagard. For this renson the 
doctor will have half of his party consist 
of young men who will have the hardihood 
and physical fitnees to seale cliffs and ven- 
ture where their elderr wonld feer to trend 
There are Many canons where the rufns are 
krown but have never been cained pbe- 
cause of the inaccessibie rature of the 
cliffs In which they are built.

chiidhood The Iecrrote hes been expioited 
as one of the wiidest peonles in the worlJ, 
but really wild peop'e, living by the chase 
and cultivating physica! perfection for its 
rewards in swiftness cf foot and strength 
to cast weapons, ought. it seems, to have 
a rauch better physique than that of the 
Igorrote man,

pert at cliff climbing. We have in Abys- 
Sinia today a barbarous tribe which is ac- 
credited with hdving almost. the agilitv 
of squirrels and monkeys in the rocks 
wherein they dwell. 

Dr. Baum’s expedition into the cliff dwell- 
ings has a ‘scientific significance which is 
e#pecially interesting to St. Louis at this 
ttme. Never before was there so much 


‘activity in the study of prehistoric men 


as there is today. A few years ago 
the archeological expeditions of explora- 
tion in the whole world could have been 
numbered upon the fingers of one hand. 
Now they are more than a score. Gov- 
ernments, institutions and individuals are 
contributing to the work with a generosity 
fully attesting thelr appreciation that, 
afer all, ‘‘the most interesting study of 
man is man.”’ 

Visitors to the St. Louis World's Fafr 
ought to see a greater wealth in arch- 
eological, ethnological and anthropological 
diep’ay than has been seen in all the other 
great fairs. The reason is that there will 
be more new stuff to exhibit. They are 
digging it out in old Babylonia and Assyria, 
in Egypt, in Italy, tn Central America, in 
Mexico, in the United States and in elmost 
every other country In the world. The more 
they dig the more they find, and the more 
remote is proven man’s residence upon the 
earth. The evidence that he was here with 
the mastodon and the mammoth has e- 
come incontrovertible: that he witnessed 
the creation of some of the greates}t,-moun- 
tain ranges is zrining credence every day. 

What great d@scoveries we are swiftly 
approaching we may only guess, The mys- 
tery of who first inh bited America, at 
this time, perhaps, the greatest problem in 
the study of man, may ere long become no 
problem_at all. At least it Is just as rea- 
sonable to suppose it will be solved as it is 
to suppose that it will not. lt has been fuliy 
proven that nothing known is old. The 
greatest discoveries of recent years have 
been made in the Tigro-Euphrates val'ry, 
where men walked and lived and worked 
for centuries without suspecting what lay 
under their feet. Dr. Baum says the world 
is just beginning to learn some things 
of itself. and ten years ago we would have 
been pretty confident in the assertion that 
we had dug up about everything that 
woula ever be known of the people who 
lived in prehistoric times. 

The history of the cliff dweller, when It 
shall finally be worked out of the cliffs 
as the history of Egypt has been worked 
out of the pyramids and the history of 
Babylonia out of the buried cities, must be 
pathetic beyond anything known of a people 
in the New World. “Everything.” says 
Nadalillac in his review of what he calis the

nately, the Span'ah coneuest could no: re 
store it. It wus probable, however, that 
the tinroeds of the » naad tribes, however 
formidable they may beve been, woul not 
have been enough to deropulate the coun- 


cess, the towers defending the entrances to 
the valleys, the arrangement of the pueblos, 
forming, as they did, regular fortresses, 


habitants had not another cayss hastened 
their ruin. The destfuction=§ of forests, 
prelongead drouths and the disappearance 
of water courses changed landsa-which had 
been rendered productive by cultivation inte 
arid deserts and valleys choked with sand. 

In the first number of his: magazine, Rec- 
ords of the, Past,: issued in January of this 
year, Dr. Baum said: 

‘The most perplexing problem’ confront- 
ing the historian of the. human race is 
the presence of prehistoric man in the 
Western Hemisphere as the bullder of 
great temples, palaces, mounds, and pyra- 
mids. Did he find his way here éver Bering | 
Strait or now buried, continents in the ‘ 
Pacific and Atlantic Oceana? To solve this . 
problem, the archeologist: and the geolo- 
gist must carry on their | investigations 
side by side. The layman must, as he fol- 
tows them in their work, discriminate be- 
tween their theories and the actual results 
of thefr investigations and discovertes, 
How long man has inhabited our globe . 
we do not know. We are equally in the | 
dark regarding the age of the earth, and 
no evidence has yet. been discovered that 
in any way contradicts the grand and noble ; 
statement of the writer of old, who sald: 
‘God created man In his own image, in the ° 
image of God created he him.’ The more 
competent the scientific investigator he- 
comes to pass judgment on these and like 
perplexing questions the less inclined he ia 
to do so. 

“No very many years ago considerable 
portions of Colorado, New Mexico, Ari- 
zcna. southern Utah and Nevada were 
‘narked in our school geographies as’ ‘Un- 
explored Territory.’ This territory was sup- 
posed to be a wilderness inhabited by 
bears and barbarous Indians, and such was 
the case. Yet scientific exploration has 
demonstfated that the land once marked 
‘unexplored’ is rich in the remains of for- | 
gotten races, and that America rivals in 
human Interest that parts of the Old World 
which are popularly supposed to be hoary 
with antiquity. 

‘Becrtuse of historic threads—sacred and 
profane—that link us to the past, we tn 
America are apt to ignore the archeologi- 
cal wonders at our own door in contempla- 
tion of the ruins in the valley of the Nile 
and along the Tigris and Euphrates. Al- 
though known of since the days of the 
Spanish invasion, it is only of Mate years 
that the attention of Americans of aver- 
age intelligence has been dirocted to the 
mighty chain of ruins that extends from 
the valley of the Gila, in Arizona, to ths 
Isthmus of Panama and along the western 
coast of South America. We are just awak- 
ening to the fact that America has: rujns 
that rival in Interest those of the Old 
World, with the added mystery that we 
have no tangible clue to the builders of 4be. 
greet mounds in the Mississipp! valicy, the 
cliff dwellings and pueblos of Arlfona, Col- 
orado, New Mexico and other parts of the 
Southwest, and can only speculat@an to Ue 
name and fate of the race or races thet 
built the pyramids, palaces and temples 
that excite the wonder ofthe traveier in 
Mexico and the Central American statca 
and the wanderer along the Codiileras.’’

Senator Vest obviously had no reference 
to the Confederate Senate. which was sSup- 
posed to have 26 members, but by reason of 
@ vacancy was in reality composed of 2% 
members. It was this distinguished ‘‘Con- 
federate delegation” of which Senator Vest 
of Missouri 's ‘“‘the only survivor.” 

And as such survivor there is no more 
pathetic or interesting figure in all the his- 
tory of modern times than this same Sen- 
ator Vest of Missouri. About him cluster 
memories dear and recollections incfface- 
able among those of the South and South- 
west who chanced all upon the hazard of 
War and participated in a strife which has 
no countorpart in the story of the world’s 
progress. 

Nearly all the persons. who were distin- 
guished in that contest, ir the field and in 
the public councils, have passed away. The 
period itself has gone so rapidly into for- 
getfulness that few remain today to recall 
the stirring scenes and fmeidents which 
plunged ‘this country into unparalle'ed strife 
@nd drenched the land with blood. 

So it happens that Senator Vest, after the 
lapse of 36 years since the war closed. finds 
himsel’ the only survivor of the Confeder- 
ate Senate, and, as he pathetically adds, 
is himself ‘soon to join his old colleagues.” 

The senator is not a very old man, either. 
He is just now passing into his 72d year, 
but accompanied by a feebleness of body 
which, though not marring his intellect, 
yet gives him warning, ihe thinks, that the 
end is not so vary far away the end that 
will number him with those old colleagues 
whose friendly voices he hears in his 
dreams, and whese warm hand-grasp he 
longs for. 

Senator Vest was born_in Kentucky 
1800, and graduated in 1853 from Transylva- 
nia University. Then he came to Misscuri 
and began a career which har been brilliant 
and successful beyond that of most men. 
The year 1861, when he was just entering 
his gist year, found him a member of the 
legislature from Cooper County. At once 
he ailied himself with the State’s Rights 
men and became conspicuovse as a f[ervid 
and an impagsioned orator. Missouri was 
that; time 1 smoldering volcano. Few were 
inclined to be out-spoken, but Mr. Veet 
Was among the few who stood out boldly 
for forcible resistance to what he and his 
friends then called ‘‘the tyranny of the Fed- 
eral government.'’ It seems rather strange 
- now, tooking over the interests of the differ- 
ent states, to contemplate Missouri as one 
of the states claimed by the southern Con- 
federacy, and one which certainly have se- 
ceded but for the aggressive and fatal en- 
ergy of Gen. Pollard’s history of the “Lost 
Cause’ makes the following important 
statement of the facts and conditions which 
at that time prevailed.

Claiborne F. Jack- 
son to turn Missouri over to the Confed- 
eracy. In this he was ably supported by 
Sol. N. C. Claiborne, then a voung man.

Virginia.” and who had been elected to the 
Legislature from Kansas Citv. The 
speeches of Vest and Claiborne in the Gen- 
eral Assembly were models of eloquence 
and marvelously similar in their oratorical 
and florid forms of expression. 

On the day before the Legislature of 1851 
adjourned, March 27, Mr. Vest made suc- 
cessful appeals to the members to vote 
against the pronosition to hold a national 
convention of all the states. His closing 
words were: 

So help me, God, if the day ever ores 
when Missouri shall prove eo recreant to 
herself, so recreant to the memories of the 
paef and to the hopes of the future, as to 
submit tamely to these northern Philis- 
tines, I will take up my household goods 
and Jeave the state. Make another consti- 
tution and these northern vandals will 
trample it under foot. I appeal to the peo- 
ple of Missourl to maintain their rights. 

I defy the convention. They are political 

cheats, juegiere and charlatans, who 

foisted themselveseupon the people by di'- 

ties and music and striped flags. They do 
net represent Missouri. They have crooked 
the pregnant hinges of the knee, that thrift 
may follow fawning. Asa for myself, two 
grandfathers who fought for our liberties 
rest in the «soil. of Virginia and two

the land of the Dark and Bloody ground. 

With such blood in my veina, I will never, 

never, never submit to northern rule and 

dictation. I will riek all to be with the 
southern people, aud if defeated I can, with

All of which was very forceful and very 
eloquent, but it only excited the Federal 
troops in the St. Louis barracks to aggres- 
sive action, and within two months the 
state capital of Missouri was in possession 
of the Federal authorities and an armed 
Federal force had marched into Mr. Vest's 
own town of Boonville. ' 

The blow had fallen swiftly and suddenly. 
But for the tireless activity and savage 
patriotism of Nathaniel Lyon, Missouri 
would have been counted out of the union 
before the authorities at Washington could 
have moved a soldier to prevent it. But 
within two months after the adjournment 
of the regular legislature the capital ha4 
fallen into the hands of the union. wwv. 
Jackson was raising an army in the South- 
west and the general assembly had been

Small of stature, broad-stculdered and 
large-headed, Mr. Vest was rather a pe- 
culiar figure, but his brilliant intellect had 
won him influential friends, and although 
his heart's desire was remain with the 
army, he was persuaded by Gen. Price tu 
accept his election to the Confederate con- 
gress. 

The question always asked, at this 
juncture, why Missouri was recognized asa 
Confederate state by the Confederate gov- 
ernment when she had fallcd and refused 
to adopt an ordinance of secession. The 
answer is best and briefly stated by Alex- 
ander Hi. Stephens, in the history of the 
Confederacy. Mr. Sterhers says: 

In Missouri a revolutionary state covern- 

(rganized, ked br the ei. 
erals Hamilton R. Gamble was de‘lard 
provisional governor; Wilard P. Tal), Neu- 
tenant-governor, and Mordeca{ Oliver, sec- 
retary of state. The regutar sture of 

Mi-sour!t, the call of 
Jackson, appointed Fidward C. Cerbell 
Thomas L. Snear commissioners, fully 
empowered to forin an alliance with the 
Conferedate states. This resulted in a co 1- 
vention not dissimilar in its 
those previously entered intoly Virgna 
Tennessee. The convention was sizned at 
Richmond, on the 3ist of October, 1861, by 
the commissioners on the pa:t of the state 
and by Robert M. T. Hunter, secretary of 
state, on the part of the Confederate states. 
This convention was subsequently ratified 
unanimously by the legislature. In this 
way Missouri! was recognized as a member 
of the Confederacy.

The first Confederate Congress, in which 
Mr. Vest was a member of the lower house 
from Missouri, met in Richmond, Va. The 
Senate was presided over by Alexander H. 
Stephens, with R. M. T. Hunter as pres- 
ident pro tem. The senators from Missouri 
at that session were John B. Clark and R 
L. Y. Peytgn. The former had distin- 
guished himself as an American officer .in 
the Mexican war. The entire composition 
of the Senate was as follows:

Jackson had retired to 
Louisiana whence he never returncd 
to this state. The Confederate authorities 
thereafter looked to Lieut.-Gov. Thos. C. 
Reynolds, who carried the Great of 
Missouri about with him, and performed all 
the functions of a state executive. 

Thus it happened that in 1863 Gen, 

B. Clark resigned his seat in the Confed- 
erate senate and Mr. Vest was appointed 
by Lieut.-Gov. Reynolds as the successor of 
that famous old warrior, who appears in 
some Confederate records as having been 
afterwards appointed or elected to the 
‘tower house of the Confederate congress, 
which is probably incorrect,

The law was the business Goltra meant 
to follow then, and he went home and be- 
gan its study in the offices of Judge Cory- 
d@n Beckwith and William Brown in Chi- 
cago. Judge Beckwith was general coursel 
of the Chicago & Alton road, and William 
Brown, Goltra’s father's old Jacksonvilie 
friend, was the Alton’s solicitor. Goltra put 
in two years studying law. The law, Goltra 
began to see, vas a siow road toward gen- 
erous competency, and he engaged, with a 
college chum, Géorge B. Sloan, Jr., son of 
Senator Sloan of Oswego, N. Y., in the 
manufacture of steel car springs. 

The basic system of producing steel was 
just being applied to the making of ingots, 
which were subsequently: rolled. 

Young Goktra conceived the idea of pro- 
ducing a steel casting by the basic pro- 
CeRR. 

He sold out his interest In the spring 
works. When it was stated that experi- 
mental work in casting basic steel was be- 
ing done by a young collegiate, a technical 
journal devoted to iron and steel made 
great sport of it. 

In making some experiments in a little 
foundry at Jacksonville, Il., Mr. Goltra 
recognized the importance aluminum was 
to play in the manufacture of steel. Alumi- 
num at that time was worth $8 to $12 a 
pound. The price rendered its use in steele 
making prohibitive. Goltra believed it 
could be produced at a much smaller cost. 
He employed Prof. Parr of Illinois College 
of Jacksonville to make some experiments 
in its reduction from its ore, allumina. The 
professor having made some progress, Mr. 
Goltra submitted his plans to Rolla Wells, 
whom he had met at Princeton and also 
at St. Louls when here with the Princeton 
Giee Club, and to Thomas Howard of 
Shickle, Harrison & Howard, a friend of 
Mr. Goltra’s family. These gentlemen 
added some money to what Goltra was able 
to provide, and a small experimental plant 
was built on the east side of the river. 
While experiments were going on at East 
St. Louts, a man in Oberlin College, mak- 
ing some experiments in chemistry, sud- 
denly developed the procees now almost ex- 
clusively used in reducing aluminum ore— 
the electrolitic process. 

This process reduced the price of alum!i- 
num to the unhoped-for low price of 48 or 
50 cents a pound, and so the St. Louis Steel 
Foundry Co. was formed. 

Mr. Goltra took in J. H. Stedman and 
began work on steel. He demonstrated the 
fact that steel made by the basic process 
could be cast. Finally. Mr. Wells and Mr. 
Howard bought out Mr. Steadman's inter- 
est. The first casting by the Goltra 
method was a gear wheel for the Waugh 
mill, Belleville, lil. After that castings 
were made for the Anaconda mines. Work 
was getting well started, though money 
was being well exhausted, when the foun- 
dry burned. : 

Mr. Goltra did not give up them. He got 
the little insurance money and rebuilt the 
plant. It was going in good shape once 
more when it burned again. Some people 
would have given up then, but Mr. Goltra 
made arrangements to reorganize and re- 
build. Then along came the flood of 1591 
What had not burned was flooded. Mr. 
Goltra was not discouraged even then. He 
wound up the affairs of the St. Louls Steel 
Co. and made a contract with Shickles, 
Harrison & Howard to change their old 
pipe works at Twelfth and Gratiot streets 
into a steel @oundry. Goltra was genera! 
manager. He got things going nicely there 
and withdrew to establish the American 
Steel Foundry Co. 

“About this time,’ Goltra told a frien, 
in reciting the experiences of those pioneer 
strugg'ies, “I began to recognize that the 
greatest demand for cast steel would prob- 
ably come from the railroads. So I looked 
about me to see what might be made by 
my process that the railways would de- 
mand. I got up with Mr. Shaffer, formerly 
of the Missouri Pacific Rallway, what is 
known as the American steel truck, the 
principal feature of which is a cast steel 
bolster. I formed a company with half a 
million capital and gave Mr. Schaffer tw<- 
fifths of the stock. He disposed of it, an! 
made himself rich. The American Steel 
Bolster Co. was the name of the compan;. 
The American Stee! Foundry Co. was givea 
@ contract by the American Stee! Bolster 
Co., permitting the exclusive manufacture, 
use and sale of the articles covered by the

James G. McRoberts an invention which he 
had accidentally hit wpon—the green sand 
mold. The ownership of this patent was 
vainly contested by the Shickle, Harrison 
& Howard Co. and carried to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, where McRob- 
erts’ claim was sustained. 


The panic of 1893 was on when Mr. Goltra 
began the organization of the American 
Steel Foundry Co. The flattest thing of all 
the flat things then was iron. The re- 
sourcefulness of the man appearcd. The 
Niedringhauses had laid out Granite City. 
Its chief attraction was its manufacturing 
sites. It was to be a city for working peo- 
ple, but there must of necessity be some- 
thing to draw the working people there. 
Mr. Goltra went to the Niedringhausres with 
his plans. In return for placing the steel 
works in Granite City he got a casfh sub- 
scription for stock.

“T’'d have to see it done,’ Mr. Wells said. 
“T have bought enough experience with 
steel to know what it would be worth if ‘t 
could be done, but it doesn't appeal to me 
in theoretical form.” 

Goltra had no foundry, but he had m- 
genuity. He arranged to get Wells to Chi- 
cago, and rented a little steel foundry there 
for one day. It was the theory among stéel 
men that were stee! to be poured in green 
sand, which ts another name for wet sand, 
steam would be generated so as to fill the 
cagting with what is known as blow-holes. 
Thus would honeycomb it and its strength 
would be fatally impaired. Mr. Wells un- 
derstood this theory. 

When Mr. Goltra reached the hotel! in 
Chicago he found the western agent of a 
steel casting company there. Mr. Wells in- 
vited him to the steel foundry that had 
been chartered for a day. Mr. McRoberts 
was there with the pattern for the steel 
bolster. It was molded in wet sand and 
the pouring was made. The casting was 
perfect. 

The western agent hinted to Mr. Wells 
the casting, if broken, would prove to be 
honeycombed. Mr. Wells told Mr. Goltra 
what the agent had intimated. Had the 
agent's theory been true all Mr. Goltra’s 
work would have been for naught. 

“Stay over tomorrow and we will go out 
and break the bolster,"’ Mr. Goltra told Mr. 
Wells. “If there are any biowholes in 
the casting I won't ask for your subscrip- 
tion.’ 

The casting wae broken next day. 
a flaw was found. 

The western agent admitted the show- 
ing was wonderful and then Goltra con- 
vinced Mr. Wells that the best time to 
start an enterprise was when everything 
could be bovght at bottom prices. He got 
Mr. Wells’ subscription. Theh Legan a 
partnership that has added and promises 
to add still more enormously to the for- 
tunes of both men. :

There are 2600 to 2700 men employed at 
the American Steel Foundry alone, and the 
business this year will run up strong in 
the millions. A year ago the idea of a 
consolidation of all the steel casting plants 
in the country suggested itself to Edward 
F. Goltra. He began the work with A. J. 
Eddy of Chicago, a well-known lawyer and 
promoter. The matter was concluded this 
year, and Charles W. Schwab of the United 
States Steel Co. was interested. The six 
leading firms of the country have been 
taken in. 


According to a financial paper the Amer- 
ican Steel Foundries Co., incorporated 
under the laws of New Jersey, has $20,000.19 
6 per cent cumulative preferred stock, 
$20,000,000 common stock and $15,500,000 pre- 
ferred, and $15,000.00 common are to be is- 
sued now in payment for the six properti«s 
and to provide additiona! working capital. 
The balance of the stock will remain in the 
treasury of the company, to be issued 
cash for property of the actual cash value 
at par. The new company takes possession 
on Tuesday. 

The stgel foundry is not the only iron in- 
dustry in which Mr. Goltra is interested 
and which he is handling. He is president 
of the Sligo Furnace Co., that has many 
thousand acres of iron and timber lands 
in Crawford, Phelps, Dent and Fulton 
counties. The property formerly belong>%d 
to the Crawfords. There is cne blast fur- 
nace outfit there now, but additional fur- 
naces are to be erected at once which will 
produce a large tonnage. From 1200 to 1i@ 
men are now in the. vem ploy of the company 
in the mines and about the furnace.

ORACE TAYLOR, now assistant sec- 
H retary of the treasury, was one of

While Mr. Taylor was consul! at Marseliles, 
days of Sidi's reign, he took a 
fancy to cross the Mediterranean and get 
a glimpse of ths ciAlization of northern 
Africa. A member of the British foreign 
service, with whom he had formed a pleas- 
ant acquaintance, arranged for the audi: 
ence, and loaned Mr. Taylor his own Arab 
as guide and interpreter. The 
Arab instructed him how to follow a cer- 
tain crack in the floor of the throne room 
to a particular spot, how to salaam when 
that. then how to proceed to 


sovereign, and so on. Mr. Tayler 
followed Cirections so well that he evident. 
ly made an agreeable impression upon the 
Bey, who secon fell into very affable con- 
versat.on with him, speaking with much 
Intelligence of the American people. 

“I suppose you have been to the grave of 
your great poet, John Howard Payne?’ he 
said, presently. “All your countrymen pay 
it a visjt before they leave Tunis." 

Mr. Taylor anawered that he had not. 
but the Bey's question added a fresh in- 
terest to his purpose of going to the ceme- 
tery. Hie made his visit the subject of an 
offictal report, enlarging on the neglected 
condition of the grave in a way which at- 
tracted wide attention In this country, and 
drew from W. W. Corcoran, the banker 
and philanthropist, his offer to pay the ex-. 


penses of the removal! of the poet's rey

tage of fish lore and a smal! amount 
of money. He sought in vain in the moun- 
tains of New York, Pennsylvania and Wis- 
gonsin for a favorable place to locate his 
hatchery. Nowhere did he find a location 
‘Where the water and the climatic condi- 
tions were suitable to his purpose until! 
he stumbled, quite by accident, on'‘a crys- 
tal stream near the foothills of the Ozarks. 
Bie studied the water carefully and’ found 
that it had the long-sought-for property 
of stabflity of temperature, its extreme 
range throughout an entire vear being only 
4 degrees Fahrenheit, with 51 degrees above 
gero the minimum and 4 degrees the max- 
imum.

T I8 now fourteen years since I came 

] from Alsace to America. In the old 
country | was an expert fish culturist 

and determined to try my vocation in the 
United States. I was surprised to find that 
trout were so rare. I was told that the 
water was too warm in sections other than 
mountainous, that many had attempted the 
artificial propagation and as many hed 
Yailed. I explored the hills and valleys of 
Missouri’ from one end of the state to the 
ether. The state has good mountains, and 
* believed that here I could find water of 
able temperature, which I had ‘falled 
‘ outside of the Adirondacks and W'is- 


- day I wandered over the hills 


and through the valleys looking for a suit- 
able spring. I carried a thermometer. with 
me to ts the water Months and years 
passed away and I failed to find such a 
spring as I desired. I became discouraged, 
and departed from America for Algeria, 
where I contemplated establishing a fish 
farm. I failed there to find water of the 
right temperature and returned to France. 
lliness in my,family in St. Louis caused 
my return to America. I determined ‘to 
seirch the ‘State of Missouri again. In 
Crawford County, in Knobview Township, I 
found Elm Springs, where the first success- 
ful trout hatchery in America is being con- 
ducted

TIT purchased the neces- 
sary land, built g home, a hatchery and 
ponds. Three times |! tried stock my 
ponda, but failed. Finally through the as 
sistance of the government I secured im- 
pregnated eggs that hatched and my busi 
ness was at last started. I fed my trout 
with mush and liver for the first and se-- 
ond year. I used horse and beef lungs from 
killed accidentally. when I could 
procure them.

The Process 


of Fertilization. 

A short consideration of the natural proc- 
ess of fertilization is timely at this junc- 
ture With the beginning of cold weather 
in the late fall, begins the process of re- 
production with most kinds of trout. Just 
previous to this spawning time the female 
finds a suitable location, which may orren 
be quite near her natural habitation, 
which may be far up stream. Before re- 
production all trout are especially well de- 
veloped and in the full splendor of their 
coloring, and we may well believe that it 
was the design of the Creator to supply 
these fine fish with such a luxurious wed- 
ding outfit. 

The female,

finds a shallow place in the water, under- 
laid with gravel. She makes the nest by 
vigorous motion of fins until a depression 
is made in the ground. Here she deposits 
her eggs, or those ripe enough to deposit, 
which process is continued for several 
days, or until all the eggs are laid. 

She selects one of the males as her com- 
panion, but love-making does not always 
go off smoothly, for the other males. find- 
ing themselves deserted, often fight the 
chosen one to death. As soon as the eggs 
are fertilized the female covers her nest 
with a layer of gravel to protect them 
from her numerous enemies. As goon as 
this is done she goes away for a short dis- 
tance, but remains to watch the spot. For 
several hours.she moves all around the 
place to see if any enemies are at hand: if 
she sees nothing she goes away, but from 
time to time she will visit the spawning 
place, and if she finds all in good sh she 
will leave for good. If she has not a: 
ed all her eggs she will make another Hest. 

In spite of all this care the greater part 
of the eggs are destroyed through various 
causes., The enemies are numerous, First 
come all the herbivorous fishes—that is. 
fish which feed on plants; then all kinds 
of water beetles, larvae, etc., and even the 
male trout devour the eggs. Then as fur- 
ther enemies there are crawfish, water rats, 
water birds and turtles. 

For the defenseless eggs there is yet an- 
other enemy which surpasses all’ we have 
mentioned. There is a fungous wth which 
the trout culturists uséd . to l “pbisus.”” 
As soon as ar. egg is spolled or becomes 
dead the fyungous formation appears, and if 
the long filaments reach ahother 
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stroy a nestful of eggs. High or low water 
may destroy mary nests. 

The fundamental aim of artificial fish cul- 
ture is to protect these defenselegs eggs 
and further to protect the frail young fry 
until they are able to take care of them- 
selves. 

Just before the spawning season the trout 
raiser must secure the females, and he can 
tell when the eggs are nearly ripe from 
feeling of the belly of the fish, through 
which he can feel the enlarged eggs. As 
goon as a sufficient number of these spawn- 


“ sands 


ripe fish have been secured they should be 
placed in an artificial rivulet and separated 
by trellises. They can be kept in large 
fish boxes set in running water: or they 
be put in one large box which is separated 
into two parts, one for the female and the 
other for the male. These boxes must be 
so constructed that the water can flow 
through them. 

One male to two or three females 
generally sufficient. The fish have to be ex 
amined every few days to see if the ele- 
ments of fertilization are ripe. The ways 
to handle them are various, every ‘fish 
culturist has his own methods. My meth- 
od is as follows: I take the fish by the head 
and tail and hold it until it gets tired and 
quiet, Then I bend it backward slightly 
against its backbone and the strain thus 
produced creates a teossion upon the belly 
which forces out the eggs. One must he 
careful not to bend the fieh too far back or 
the nripe eggs will pass and the fish gen- 
erally die. The male fish is then to. be ex- 
amined in the same way, and if the milt is 
ripe’ then impregnation can be performed. 
As soon as several ripe fish are found they 
should’ be set in two large baskets or in 
two fish boxes expressiy made for such 
purpose. These boxes are about two feet 
square and one foot deep. I think it ad- 
visable to set the male and female apart, 
but-I would use the same water in which 
the fish lived before 

Everything now Poagtreedy the artificial! 
impregnation may eed. Take a dry 
dish with a plain bottom set into a wooden 
bucket or any other vessel. Take a fish 
with the left hand below the gills and hold 
it over the dish and with the right hand 
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when the ripe spawn will run out. The 
pressure must be in the highest degree gen- 
tle and smooth, or the life of the fish will 
be in danger. As s00n as some eggs run 
out one can see by the color of them wheth- 
er they are sufficiently ripe. Do not press 
too hard, or unripe eggs will pass. As soon 
aus the ripe eggs have been gathered the 
female should be set back in the reser- 
voir, and not be disturbed in any way. As 
quickly as possible next take a male fish; 
handle it in the same way as the female, 
so that the milt may fall upon the eggs 
in the dish. When this is done pour over 
them as quickly as possible cloan water 
so that the water covers the eggs a little, 
then take a feather and mix smoothly 
eggs and milt until the water has the same 
color and the impregnation is completed. 
I will advise not to be too economical with 
the milt if there is plenty to be had. 

Let the eggs remain in the dish for from 
six to elght minutes, and then pour over 
them a shower of clean water. Keep pour- 
ing on this water until the vessel is half 
full. Pour the water out and repeat such 
process two or. three times. As soon as the 
eggs look clean and one is sure that all 
the slime and mucilage is. gone, put them 
into the hatching trough. It is,not neces- 
sary to fertilize separately the eggs of each 
female. but one can take the eggs from sev- 
eral fish and fertilize them about the same 
time. For a beginner it is+best-to take 


each separately. 


Rearing Trout 

in a Natural Way. 

It was generally believed that it was tm- 
rear brook trout in the waters 
of the state. of Missouri, but. I proved, 
through my efforts, that it is.possible to 
rear them, and I say further that it-is.only 
a question of time when- brook: trout will 
be reared in all parts of the state, and 
will be common as other fishes. I am 
proud to say that I gave the first impulse 
to trout culture in this state. 

I will now give to your hundreds of thou- 
of readers some advice as to how 
brook trout can be reared in an entirely 
natural way. Everybody knows that. all 
rivers are’ formed through’ innumerable 
small creeks and rivulets. A great many 
of these creeks or rivulets could be used 
for the propagation of all kinds of fish, 
but I will confine my remarks to the best 
kind. which we call brook trout. Creeks 
or rivulets start at the heads of valleys, 
and if at that place should be a large 
spring or several small ones close together 
so that they can be united nto one stream. 
uch a place can be.used for the prop- 
of trout. The main thing, how- 
ever. is that this spring should not be 
affected by rainwater. If rainwater ruas 
into this spring, ditches should be dug to 
earry out all water away from the artifi- 
cial stream to some point below. If the 
water has tron In it, and ts free from dé- 
‘uctive Insects, brook trout can be rearcd 
in such waters. If we find the water is 
good to drink, and if different kinds of fish- 
es are found in such spring waters, there 
is no danger in starting to rear trout. Of 
course it would be better to consult a fish 
culturist before the undertaking. 

Suppose a large spring is so located that 
the water can be carried along the hill- 
side, and where the hills are steep this 
would not be possible. I woulé advise to 
dig small rivulets where the location of 
the springs permit, from three to four feet 
in width. These rivulets should be dug in 
a winding manner, and with a descent of 
about an inch per running yard. In some 
places it should ‘be nearly level, and in 
others it should be dug with little water- 
falls about three to five inches high. These 
littie falls should be made by 
cress ite Penta & boards © ate 
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nine inches high. Put the boards from 20 to 
% yards apart and sink them part way into 
the ground. The banks of such rivulets 
should be bullt of rocks and the bottom 
should be covered with a layer of river 
gravel from four to six inches deep. Such 
gravel must be free from stones and sharp 
edges, which would be dangerous to the 
fish as they would injure themselves on 
them when they dig the nests in the gravel 
tu place the spawn. From one-third to one- 
quarter of a mile should be long enough 
for such a rivulet, and every 30 or 40 yards 
a small bridge of boards should be made 
which will give shade end hiding place to 
the fish and also give them a safe place to 
spawn. The bridges should be built of 
common boards,.so they can be removed at 
any time and an examination made under- 
neath to see {if any destructive animals are 
concealed. If the rivulet is properly, laid 
out the, entire width of the bank should 
not be more than 10 or 12 feet, and it should. 
be fenced with a six-foot fence and najled 
with pickets one inch.apart. If the owner 
could afford it it is a good thing to cover 
the rivulet. with wire 1etting. At from 60 
or 80 vards apart a trellis should be bullt 
of a triangular shape, and it should go 
dewn a little lower than the bottom of the 
water. It Is best made of galvanized irun. 
wire of No. 6 or 7%-inch mesh. The tops of 
the trellises should be 10 or 12 inches abové 
the water, and at the end of the rivulet 
there should be built a pond of one or two 
acres with a depth of two, or three feet 
of water, and so constructed that water 
can be turned on or off when necessary. 
The purpose of this pord is to take up the 
young trout after the spawning season 1& 
over. At. the lower outlet of this pond 
should be built a large tre!lis. which should’ 
be sunk into the ground one or two feet. 
The frame of the trellis should be covered 
with perforated sheet zinc with holes only 
about 1-16 of an inch in diameter. that 
no young trout can escape. The bottom of 
this pond should be cevered with.a two or 
three-inch layer of fiver gravel. Before the 
young trout are allowed to get into this 
pond it should be made perfectly clean 
from all destructive insects. snakes and 
other animals. Before the hatching season 
this pond should be emptied of water from 
two or three months and allowed to dry, 
and then filled with water as the spawn- 
ing season opens. In order to make a suc- 
cess of this businéss a watchman ia neces. 
sary to keep away all ceatructive animals 
and keep clean the trellises from accumu- 
lation of dirt. Many thousands of trout can 
be reared in such rivuléts hefore being car- 
ried into the pond below. in which they 
will find quantities of plankton and all 
kinds of insects whieh serve as food. Such 
a fish pond as described will pay for itself 
in. a short time. 


When Fish 


Will Bite. 

It is generally believed tat a fox and 
fish otter are very crafty animals, and the 
same may be sald about the kingfisher, the 
hawk and the owl; but this opinion of 
craftiness is not generally applied to the 
different species of fish, though they are 
much more intelligent than is generally 
supposed. 

To make the matter more plain to your 
thousands of readers, allow me to state of 
my % years’ exper ence in raising fish ar- 
tificially. This has given me an insight into 
the habits of fish, especially of trout. In 
order to have an accurate knowledge of the 
nature of game fish one shotid raisé them. 
Every fish culturist agrees that the ib 
opment of young fish fry,
